Yet tue number of claims pending, 


waiting for recognition by congress, 
is laiger to-day than the number al- 
ready on the rolls.

Almost three hundred thousand 


persons, claiming to be disabled sol- 
diers or the widows of soldiers 
Killed in battle, are now asking for 
pensions, sixteen years after the clos- 
ing of the war. In ten months of 
1179-and 1880 there were filed with the 
commissioner of pensions more than 
03,000 new claims, including 73 465 of j 
invalids and 18 790 of widows.

mond, the little twelve-bided crystal that 
earth, with all her chemistry, has made 
so fe« of since first heat and watei— na- 
ture's gemsmiths—joined their iorcos to 
produce 
the glittering -itonee. They 


placed under requisition c\ery kingdom 
of created things, and m a laboratory in 
mid-earth eet in joint motion all the 
powers that move the volcano and earth- 
quake, that refashion the world's fo-m 
and substance, that govern all the state- 
ly procession of natural phenomena. 


Yet, with all this titanic labor, this 


monstrous co-operation of forces, nature 
formed only heie and there a diamond, 
and here and there a ruby. Masses of
